Gilllam then gave us some instruction 
concerning the manners, customs and disposi- 
tions of the people, &e., and what course we 
ought to'‘seaure their favor and protection, ma- 
hing cértain enquiries, to which we replied, 
which were afterwards published and will sp 
pear under date of pudlication. July @nd, I 
received the following : 

Revelation given on Fishing River, Missouri, 

une 1834. 

Verity I'say unto you, who have assembled || 
yourselves together that you may learn my 
will concerning the redemption of mine afflic- 
ted people: 

Behold, I say unto you, were it not for the 

transgressions of my people, speaking concern- 
ing the eburch and not individuals, they might 
have been redeemed even now: but behold, 
‘they have not learned to be obedient to the 
things which I require at their bands, but are 
full of all manuer of evil, and do not impart of 
their substance, se becometh saints, to the 
poor and afflicted among them, and are not uni- 
ted eeccerding to the union required by the 
law of the celestial kingden: and Zion cannot 
be built up unless it ie by the principles of tbe 
law of the celestial kingdom, otherwise I can- 
not receive her unto myself; and my people 
must needs he chastened until they learn obe- 
dience, if it must needs be,by the * which 
they euffer. 

I apeak not concerning those who are ap- 
pointed to lead my, people, who are the first 
elders of my chureh, for ihey ure not all under 
thig condemaation; but I speak concering my 
churehes abroad; there ate many Who wilt say, 
Where is their God? Behold, he will deliver 
in time of troable; otherwise we will not go 
up unto Zion, and wil! keep our meneys.— 
Therefore, in comeequence of the tranegression 
of my people, it ie expedient in me that mise 
elders should wait fore little season for the’ 
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cedemption of Zion, that they themsecives:may 


be prepared. and the: my people may be taught 
more perfectly, aad have experience.and know 
more perfectly, concerning their duty, and the 
shings which I require at their hands; and this 
cennet be brought to pass until §mine elders 
are endowed with power from on high: for bo- 
bold. I have prepared a great endowment end

Jackson county friends in the western part of 
Clay county. 

On the first of July I crossed the Missouri 
river, in company with a few friends, into 
Jackson county, to set ny feet once more on 
the **goodly land” and on the 2nd I went down 
near Liberty and visited the brethren. This 
day the ‘Enquirer’ the correspond@fice between 
the Sheriff and the camp, of the 22nd of June 
as follows:

In the fitst place, it is not our intention to 
commit hostilities against any man orset of 
men, it is not our intention to injure any man’s 
person or property, except in defending our- 
selves. Our flag has been exhibited to the a- 
dove gentlemen who will be able to describe it. 
Our men were not taken from any manufactur. 
ing establishment. It is our intention to go 
back upon our lands in Jackson county, by or- 
der‘of the executive of the State, if possible. 
We have brought our arms with us for the pur- 
pose of self defence, as it is well known to al-

NATIONS. 

The following news from China, shows that 
the spirit of God is opening the way for the 
great gathering of Ierael in the last days among 
the Chinese: 


Tae Bistz Cum. —lIo confirmation of 
fermer intelligence, a correspondent of the Bi- 
ble Society writes from India:—On the 7th 
of last June, a dinner was given by the East 
India Company.

do good; that it was a book of virtue, and with 
this conviction he recommended it to be perus- 
ed by his people, and gave them permission to 
read it, and act agreeably to their own desires,”

secution for Christ and the gospel’s sake, and 
it is really a consolation to find ia the broad 
world once and awhile a liberal minded man, 
who is not afraid to tell the truth concerning 
a people, who are “‘scattered and peeled.”

We insert the latter clause 
in view of the „fixed fact,” that it is very easy 
to get up an indictment against an individual, 
but not quite so easy to sustain it when both 
sides of the question are considered. The saints 
too, it seems,are now willing to emigrate ;then, 
in the name of Peace, let them go, and end 
this disgraceful turmoil and strife. It is quite 
likely that many of them are bad people, and 
it is still more likely that there are quite 
enough bad people in that quarter, not of their 
number without them. They should be per- 
mitted, therefore, to emigrate quietly, alike 
for the good of the community and their own 
welfare, When they are gone, we shall see 
whether there are any more horses stolen, or 
counterfeit money passed, in that region. 

There is such a thing as painting his Satan- 
ic Majesty blacker than he is generally ac- 
knowledged to be, and asimilar process we 
think has been resorted to in all the crusades 
that have been instituted against Mormonism. 
We [have reason to believe that however bad 
the Mormens are, there has stil) been much 
exaggeration as to their misdeeds;and further, 
chat their most violent opponents have ever 
been of a east of character as questionable as 
any thing they would represent the Mormons 
to be. It is notorious that the great **Mormon 
Eaters” of Upper Missouri, were the greatest 
scamps ic the country, and we have very good 
reason to believe that the same remark would 
apply tothe tribe who are now .

The Peoria Register expressess the fear, that 
„there will be some very bad men still left in 
Illinois, after the Saints are gone.“ This we 
think quite likely. There will probably be 
left some of those who invited them to the 
State, for the purpose of using them as step- 
ping-stones to power, but who, failing in ma- 
king them the creatures of their will,afterward 
resorted to every means within their reach to 
villify them, and even to encourage them to 
acts of outlawry. There will be left those, 
~ who, under the disguise of carrying out the 
laws of Illinois, induced the Smiths to become 


prisonete, and then in cold blood ,ssurdered them!

DESTRUCTIVE FIRE. 

One of the most destructive fires with which 
Baltimore has been visited for along time, 
broke out between two and three o’clock on 
Saturday morning, in a building in Baltimore 
ttreet, between St. Paul and Charles streets, 
occupied by H. Colburn, asa book store, Jo 
seph Neal, as a book store, and George W. 
Webb. jeweller. Mr. Colburn, in whose 
premises it is supposed the fire commenced, 
lost almost every thing. He estimates his loss 
at $6,000 on which there was an insurance of 
$5,000 in the Franklin office, Philadelphia, — 
Mr. Neal, whose store was in the second story, 


lost a very valuable assortment ef law and oth- 
er books, and a quantity of stereotype plates, 
He was insured fer 57.500 in the Franklin of 
fice, and estimates hie loss at some $3,000 


above insurance. Webb, through the sid of « 
young man who slept in the store, and active 


| 
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friends, succeeded in saving @ great portion of 
the valuable jewellry in his store. He, howev- 
er, lost all his tools of every description, enough 
for seven or eight men to work with. He esti- 
mates his loss at some $1,000 or $1,600 on 
which there was an insurance of $1,060 in the 
Franklin office. He chinke that nearly all the 
Work left by customers for repair was got out 
safe—in the store he had an iren safe, which 
contained some jewelry, books, and papers.— 
The safe had aot been got out of the ruins on 
Saturday, although men were busily engaged 
in the endeavor to get to it. The house, which 
woes a three story brick, belonged to Miss Mary 
Boyd, Sen., and was Totally destroyed. It was 
insured in the Equitable office of this city for 
34.000. 

Adjeining this building, en the west, i- the 
large three story brick upholsteting establish- 
ment of Mr. Walter Crook, Jr. Itcaughé fire, 
anda portion of the roof was burnt off. Mr. 
Croek’s family resided in the building, and 
were early aroused to the danger of their situa- 
tion—they a'l got out safely. The furniture 
was considerably injured—there wag no insur- 
ance uponit Tke amount of damage to the 
stock could not be well estimated, but it is be- 
lieved not to have been very great. There was 
an insurance on the stock, of $20,000—one 
half in the Franklin office, Philadelphia, and 
one half in the Mutual office of this city, The 
house belongs to Mr. Crook, and was insured 
in the Equitable office for $4,090, which will 
more than cover the loss. 

On the cast of the first-named building, is 
the large three story brick house, the property 
of Mr. P. B. Sadtler, which was considerably 
injured. It was occupied in part by J. W. 
Bond & Co., es an Antiquarian Book Store.— 
They succeeded in removing neatly all their 
books, amang which was the very valuable il- 
lumiasted Roman Miesal, the loss of which 
would have been indeed a loss. They estimate 
their less at $200 and $300, which is covered 
by an insurance of $1290 in the Firemeff’s of- 
fice. Mr. Sadiler & Sons, Opticians, watch- 
makers and Jewellers, occupied the adjoining 
etore—their bes was inconsideradle, and was 
covered by insurance. The house caught fire 
in the roof, which was partially burnt—the en- 
tire gable end also fellout. It was insured for 
$3,700 in the Eyuitable office, which will mere 
than cover the loss. The next house on the 
east, is occupied Sy Mr. Joseph Boury, impor- 
ter of German and English fancy goods. His 
stock was slightly injured by water.

New Diamond Mine in Brazil — More than a 
year since some Brazilians discovered diamonds 
in the bed of a river ameng the mountains. 
about seventy leagues West North West of the 
city of Bahia. During the dry season thers is 
but little water im the river, and at the present 
time there are about 10,000 people living on the 
banks, in huts, tents, and out of doors, a mis- 
cellameous collection of all nations and colors, 
who seem to have but one trait in common, 
which is, that all are a most villanous, assassin 
looking set, who rob and kill each other with 
little compunction, as immediately on the 
news of the discovery spreading, all of the 
black leg epecies from all parts of Brazil flock- 
ed to this quarter. Novery large diamonds 
have been found and all are rather more brittle 
than the common Brazil diamonds, and inferior 
to those found in the East Indies. The quan- 
tity found has been so large as to reduce the 
price in Brazil thirty-three per cent. Many 
have been yalued at from $10,000 to $25,000 
each. An English house in Rio de Janeiro 
hed purchased over two querts, costing in the 
rough £120,000 sterling, which were sent to 
London, where they will be polished. 

All the diamonds that have been found in 
the world, itis said, would not fill a bushel 
basket. Probably this new mine will tend to 
heap the basket up a little. 

The earth is removed from the bed of the 
river and carefully washed. The mud floating 
off leaves sand, pebbles, and semetimes dia- 
monde, at the bottom. If after years prove as 
productive ss the first, diamonds will be a 
drug, as the product is calculated st over three 
millions of dollats in value, fer twelve months 
past.—Journal of Commerce. i
